Last vight, at this Theatre, the ‘Pragedy of Hamlet was perform- 
ed—Hamlet, by Mr. Young; whose excellence in this part is so-uni- 
versally known, suffice it to say, he played with all his wonted skill 
and judgment. The Pantomime followed.—The house was numerously 
attended.

Tue attraction and popularity of Keen’s performances seem to en- 
crease; at this house, last night, before the rising of the curtain, 
every seat was occupied, and on his entry he was received with the 
same vociferous demonstrations of applause as heretofore. We have 
never considered Macbeth as one of Mr. Kean’s happiest delineations, 
and we have seen him play it better than he did last night; there were 
throughout a tameness, and want of physical energy, which, we greatly 
fear, proceed from impaired health: the only scene in the play where 
he attained to all his former excellence, was that after the murder— 
this scene he played with all his surpassing talent. Mrs. Bunn, as 
Lady Macbeth, looked the character most majestically, and was sus 
perbly attired, but the soul was wanting—she, however, imparted con- 
siderable interest to the sleeping-scene. Macduff was spiritedly giveu 
by Mr. Wallack ; ‘and the music was very delightfully executed.—The 
Pantomime finished the entertainments. 

The ApgeLpHt was crowded’‘in all parts last night, to see the-per- 
formance of The Flying Dutchman, The Dead Shot, and the Burletta 
of Quadrupeds, which are to be repeated to-morrow evening, and dur- 
ing the week. 

Winter’s Opera, The Oracie, is in active rehearsal at Covent-garden, 
and will be produced with great splendonr as soon as Miss Paton returns 
from Dublin, which, we understand, will not be until the 16th of. Fe- 
bruary, as she has renewed her engagement with Mr. Harris for an 
additional number of nights. The Oracle is to be brougtit outas at the 
English Opera, under thesole direction of Mr. Hawes, and all the parts 
will be sustained as originally cast, with the exception of those of Hi. 
vira, Rocca, the {nca, and Pedrillo, in which Miss Hamilton, and 
Messrs. Perkins, Bland, and Thorne, will be respectively replaced by 
Miss Hammersley, and Messrs. Warde, Pearman, and G. Penson. 


Mr. Poole’s Comedy, which is an alteration of Shirley’s Play of 
The Gamester, will shortly be prepared for representation at Covent- 
garden.—Wew Tiines.
